In the savings banks the women's accounts far outnumber the men's, 
and nearly always a woman will manage to put aside something out of a 
salary on which a man would be chronically in debt. Few men ever lay 
up anything, or begin to get ahead until after they get married, and nine 
times out of ten it is the wife who is the Yale lock on her hushand's 
pocket-book, and who separates him from the grafting friends and 
relatives who have preyed upon him, 


As a matter of fact, there was never any truth in the old that 
women think that the only thing that money is good for is to spend, and 
that they have some constitutional inhibition which renders them incapable 
of understanding anything about business. On the contrary women are 
much more likely to be close-fisted than men are,.and when they go 
business and give their minds to it, they are the very best sort of business 
men and nearly always make successes, because they are shrewd traders and 
hard buyers
